1.—The 
sharp 


point of an anchor projecting from 
the twisted bow of the Norwegian 
collier, Storstad, may explain why 
the vessel did such terrible execu- 
tion when she rammed the Empress' 
of Ireland early last Friday morning 
in the lower St. • Lawrence. 


An examination df the 
Collier's 


shattered plates revealed the anchor 
jammed in a position where it could 
have ripped through the 'hull of the 
Empress .like a great can opener. 
The anchor point and portions of the 
battered steel surrounding it bore 
stains -of blood. 


Preparations were begun here to- 


day for the inquiry into the disaster 
which cost, 969 lives. 


The inquiry will be condiicted by 


a joint committee of 'Canadian and 
British shipping experts. 
The ar- 


rangements for the inquiry, which 
will be held either here or in Quebec, 
are Tbeing made by Capt. Lindsay, 
Dominion wreck commissioner. 


P.ilot Nault, who navigated 
the 


Storstad up" the St. Lawrence from 
Quebec said today that Captain And- 
erspn told him that Anderson, his 
first officer and Pilot Lechance, who 
brought the Storstad from Father- 
Point to Quebec, were on the bridge 
at the time of the -collision. 


,"On the way up the river," con- 


tinued Nault, an examination was 
• made to\ascertain the extent of dam- 
age done to .'the . Storstad. 
As far 


as we could learn twenty plates for- 
ward -had been sprung, but the aft 
of the ship was 
undamaged. 
At 


Quebec the Storstad took -in so much 
water that we were obliged to flood 
the aft compartments in order to 
keep the ship's bow up. There was 
no water in the 'hold of the Storstad. 


"Several times during the trip 


from Quebec 
I came upon Capt. 


Anderson crying with his face buried 
in his hands. 
Capt. Anderson told 


me he had been instructed not to 
talk about the accident."

One of the officers of the Storstad 


said today: 
"At the time of the 


disaster I -was lying in my bunk. 1 
was a'wakened by a shock and at 
first 'thought the ship -had struck a 
rock. I ran to the deck and looked 
over' the - side. 
The Storstad was 


going full speed astern. 
The water 


around" was filled with 
struggling 


• men and women shouting for' 'help. 


Boats were immediately lowered and 
there was not a man on the Storstad 


„ who did not do his utmost to ihelp 


rescue the people in the water. 


"Some of the survivors had been 


so numbed by the ice cold water that 


lost when'the steamer went down. 
Among the disappointed ones in this 
respect, when-.the people,.were finally 
admitted to view the bodies, .was H.' 
Luern, a Norwegian. He and his 
wife were bound to Norway to visit 
their home after a 15' years stay in 
the United States. His wife was torn 
from ihis grasp when the Empress of 
Ireland went down .and though he 
searched for- her a/long time as- he 
swam near the wreck he could not 
find her.

"If only I had died Instead of her,"'

CONCRETE ROAD BETWEEN 


ZANESVILLE AND HEBRON 


WILL COST SUM OF $436,017 


Work Being l>one by 
Contractors 


Who Have Had Much Experience 
la Handling Big- Contracts 
and 


Undertaking Is In Capable Hands 
—Will Construct Railroad Along; 
Pike to Maul Materials—Expect 
to Complete Wort by Dec, 15, of 
This Year. 


That a big job requires the serv- 


ice of 
a big man 
to successfully 


carry it out, is emphasized in the re- 
construction 
of the National Pike 


through 
portions of Licking 
and 


Muskingum counties, which was re- 
cently let to the H. E. Culbertson 
Company, 
of Cleveland, by State 


Highway Commissioner James 
R. 


Marker. The job is to cost the state 
and two counties the sum of $436,- 
017, which represents the bid of the 
Culbertson Company for making the 
roadway to concrete- between Zanes- 
ville and Hebron, a distance of 23.- 
95 miles, the road to be 16 feet wide. 
This is part of the fifteen million 
dollars to "be spent for good roads in 
Ohio this pear. 


Although the'figures appear large, 


they do not give the average layman 
unacquainted with the carrying out 
of such huge contracts, any idea of 
the intricate problems to be met and 
solved 
in 
such 
an 
undertaking, 


neither do they tell the detail "slory 
of the varied expenses that must 
be met by the builder in reconstruct- 
ing this great national highway in 
Ohio. 
The Culbertson Company has had 


a large and 
varied experience in 


handling big contracts. 
Mr. Cul- 


bertson, the head of the concern, has 
a national reputation as a builder of 
railroads. 
Commissioner Marker is 


elated, for the rehabilitation and re- 
construction of the National Pike— 
is a hobby of his bordering on en- 
thusiasm of the richest sort. 
The 


big undertaking is in capable hand 
in the person 
of the 
Culbertson 


Company when their reputation as 
builders is taken into consideration 


That portion of the National Pike 


to be improved between Zanesville 
and Hebron is located from a geo- 
graphical standpoint to make it a 
perplexing question on the part of a 
contractor in handling his materials 
with which to accomplish the work. 
But, 
the fact that Mr. Culbertson 


has been equipped for these many 
years to handle large railway con- 
struction ^vork, puts him in a posi- 
tion to solve these problems. 
The 


_overnment engineers in locating the 
National Road endeavored to place 
:he highway on the straightest line

Following out this policy, the build- 
ers of the National Road ignored 
the lines of the old Braddock Road 
through Pennsylvania, and only in

;he National Pike follow the con- 
our and the original road of Brad- 
dock's 
trail. 
Consequently, when 


;he road was extended through Ohio, 
.his same plan was followed 
That 


s one reason why from Zanesville 
west to Columbus the road goes on 
a straight line and dees not strike 
.he important City of Newark, and 
also why, from Columbus west to 
the Ohip_ state 
line the 
highway 


gnores the cities 
of London 
and 


Dayton, the latter an important sta- 
tion when the road was origmallj 
constructed. 


An effort was made at the time 


.he 
road 
was 
constructed 
from 


Sanesville to Columbus, to have the 
engineers 
follow 
the state road 


;hrough .Newark and Granville, a 
road that today is improved to such 
n extent that it is considered one 


of the best highways in the state 
But absolute refusal was made to 
:hange the original plan of building 
he National 
Highway on a "bee 


ine," and the result was that New- 
ark, Granville, Dayton and London 
wefeTeft out in the cold, so to speak. 
And that is one and the principal 
reason why the portion of the road 
rom Zanesville to Hebron which is 
;o be improved this year by the H 
E. Culbertson Company, presents a 
problem to solve and master. 
Other 


han Zanesville, the contractor will 
not have any large railroad or busi- 
ness center as a station in which tc 
secure his supplies 
and 
material 


The highway, or that portion to be 
paved, is all through rural territory 
Because of this condition the Cul- 
>ertson Company is planning to re- 
sort to means that hardly another 
road builder would be in position to 
do. 
And while the contractor is 


_,oing to spend large sums of money 
so that his equipment will be eom- 
>lete_enough to handle this job sue- 
cessTully, Mr. Culbertson is not un- 
mindful of the fact that unless he 
las the co-operation of the people 
•esidmg along the highway on the 
ine of the proposed improvement1, -he 
vill be at a great handicap. To, that 
he intends to- seek co-operation" of 
he State Highway Department and' 
Commissioner Marker at all times, at 
the same time asking the people 
along the road to refrain from us-' 
ng it -while the actual construction 


rk is on. If this is done on the

contract by December 15, of this 
year, and thus give to the people an 
excellent highway 
over 
which to 


travel this coming, winter. 


With these 
explanatory 
"words, 


the plan that Mr. Culbertson is to 
follo\v_ m making the improvement 
is quite interesting and important 
to every one who, in any way, has 
any connection or interest in the 
paving of the roadway. 


Here are some, of the things Mr. 


Culbertson has to say* regarding the 
work: 
"The question of the transporta-- 


tion_of the materials entering into 
the work is the one upon which the 
early completion of the work will 
depend. For this purpose I propose 
constructing a narrow gauge rail- 
road from the city of Zanesville to 
the west line of 
Licking county, 


starting at Zanesville and at the 
National Road Station on the B. & 
O. simultaneously working toward 
th« center of the work. 


"The excessive grade encountered 


between Linnville and Gratiot will 
necessitate the use of special engines 
of the Shay type 
between 
these 


points, while near the ends of the 
work, the ordinary type of engines 
will suffice. 
"As soon as the railroad is under 


way from either end, it is proposed 
installing 
a concreting 
outfit 
on 


either end, and later, as soon as the 
supply of materials is assured, to in- 
stall two more, making four con- 
creting outfits in all. 
There should 


be no trouble with the proper organ- 
ization and a reasonable break of 
•weather, for each machine to av- 
erage 325 lineal feet per day, or a 
total of one fourth mile per work- 
ing day. 
"This will give 
an idea 
of the 


progress we hope to make, although 
there are thousand and one prob- 
blems to be encountered and dis- 
posed of before such progress can 
prevail. We hope to be placing con- 
crete inside of thirty days, although 
I much prefer to spend more time 
and money in getting ready if by so 
doing it will insure an earlier com- 
pletion of the work." 


Some idea of the expense that the 


Culbertson Company will be put to 
in carrying out these plans, and the 
money that will go into the materials 
to be used in the work, is secured 
from the figures that Mr. Culbert- 
son has presented to Commissioner 
Marker. It is very doubtful if the 
people realize that the cost of the 
railroad alone will be $60,000, and 
that the cost of materials which will 
go into the improvement will go to 
$200,000. There will be needed for 
carrying on the actual construction 
work an equipment valued at $80.,- 
000, 
and that ,last, but not least, 


the two contractors offering to do 
the work, at the 
time bids 
were 


opened and at -which time the Cul- 
bertson Company was the successful 
bidder, and to build a 16 foot roadway 
within the limits of the appropria- 
tion, put forth an extra effort is so 
doing. In other words, the contrac- 
tor needs the co-operation during the 
construction. 
The above figures, and the plan 


outlined by Mr. Culbertson, gives 
one a. slight idea of the magnitude 
of this great undertaking. 
It was 


made so, as above stated, by the 
conditions prevailing, but the job 
seems to be in very capable hands 
—in the hands of a contractor who 
has been used to doing big things 
on a large scale 
The- fact that this contract will 


receive government aid to the extent 
of $120,000; will receive state aid 
to the extent of $80,000,.and that 
the two counties through which the 
improvement runs 
are putting 
up 


$240,000, makes 
the undertaking 


one upon which the eyes 
of 
the 


country will be pointed during its 
construction. 
Highway 
Commis- 


sioner Marker appreciates this, so 
does the United States government, 
and the organization which the Cul- 
bertson Company is perfecting to 
carry out the contract would tend 
to show that they do also

Prevent Typhoid Fever la Newark 


When the citizens of any communi- 


ty are face to face with an impend- 
ing calamity, it is the part of wisdom 
to make a concerted, intelligent ef- 
fort to a^ert tue consequences, or at 
least mitigate the harmful effects ol 
the visitation, if it be inevitable. It 
is believed in well informed circles, 
that such a condition now confronts 
the citizens of Newark, and that a 
menace to the public health exists., 
which must be met in a spirit 
ot 


judicious, discriminating care that it 
may not become alarming or devas- 
tating. 


The health department is now ex- 


ercising its activities toward minim- 
izing the danger of an epidemic of 
typhoid fever. It has not reached 
that stage yet, and there is absolutely 
no reason for a feeling of apprehen- 
sive panic. In fact the opposite re- 
action upon the public mind is desired 
to be effected by the -warnings sent 
out by the health officer. 
There is 


no reason for any one to become h\ s- 
terical in his fear of becoming a vic- 
tim of the dread disease, and it is fai 
from the present object to add to 
any that has already been born. We 
firmly believe that the direct cause 
of a great proportion of illness, in 
times when some particular malady 
appears more than usually prevalent," 
is an. auto-suggestion, put in active 
operation by a state of mind that is 
made 
pathologic 
by 
unnecessary 


worry. 


There is nothing 
so 
forceful 
in 


keeping one well and happy as a nor- 
mal state of mind, calm and philo- 
sophical in the treatment of all 
phenomena, and especially 
in 
the 


view of disease. But let us also use 
good judgment in avoiding unneces- 
sary exposure to infection, putting to 
use simple preventive measures, that 
will conduce to a tranquil feeling ot 
immunity from the ravages of typhoid 
fever.

Washington, Juuc>' 1. — [Special.] — 


Persistency'14 a characteristic of all 
persona and organizations working for 
reform. Notwithstanding the fact that 
a certain program outlined as that of 
the administration has been approved. 
by the Democratic caucus of the house 
and a general understanding reached 
that nothing else will be considered, 
the various advocates of other matters 
etill demand hearings and continue to 
be- indefatigable in urging pending 
measures. 


Not the least among these is a bill 


Introduced by A. Mitchell Palmer of 
Pennsylvania to prohibit the transpor- 
tation of child labor made goods. 
Hearings have been continued on this 
measure, and there seems to- be quite 
a strong determination to get" action. 
"With the backing of a man like Palm- 
er it might pass the house, but it- 
would have a long route to travel in 
the senate, as many constitutional law- 
yers would object to this kind of legis- 
lation. 
* 


Prohibition and Suffrage. 


Then there is the prohibition amend- 


ment and the suffrage amendment, a 
bill to enlarge the scope of the bureau 
of mines and mining as well as a num- 
ber of other small measures which 
have strong support by their propon- 
ents. 


At this^ stage of the session it doesN 


not seem likely that there will be 


' much time for any of the contested 


measures, particularly where they are 
not backed by a strong majority in 
both houses of congress. 


Seem to Be Sidetracked. 


Among the bills that seem to be at 


rest or sidetracked, at least for the 
time being, are the immigration bill, 
which passed the house by such a large 
majority, and the seaman's bill, which 
passed 'the senate long ago. The litera- 
cy test in the immigration bill, which 
is understood to be strongly disapprov- 
ed by President Wilson, seems to be 
holding up that measure In the senate. 
It is a -matter of knowledge that a 
large majority would vote for the bill 
whenever the voting stage is reached 
. The seaman's Dill passed the senate 
with little discussion last winter, but 
there has been a strong effort to 
change it 
The measure wilLbe much 


changed before it comes out of the 
house committee. It is expected. 


Another measure which occupied the 


attention of the senate for quite a time 
is known as the radium bill 
That 


measure has met with strenuous oppo- 
sition, although It is strongly indorsed 
by the conservationists, and they have 
sho'wn a determination to pass it be- 
fore the senate finally adjourns. 


But here we are at the beginning of 


June with several appropriation bills 
yet to consider and the trust bills hav- 
ing the right of way, while at any time 
the Mexican situation may break in 
such a way as to engross all the at- 
tention of congress 


Underwood and Alabama. 


Leader Underwood did not spend 


much time in Alabama during the re- 
cent primary campaign, when he was 
running for the senate. 
He hopes 


however, that congress will adjourn 
early enough so, that he can make a 
campaign before the election in No- 
vember 
This is not a necessity, for 


the nomination in Alabama is equal to 
election always. Mr. Underwood ex- 
plains that he has a desiie to become 
acquainted with Alabama. 


Heretofore he has represented only 


a congressional district, and during the 
eighteen years he has been in the 
house he has not had much time to go 
over the state, and. although his popu- 
larity was shown in the Luge vote he 
received In the primaries, there are 
nore than half the counties that he 
h is not visited. 


Now, 
as a repiesentative of the en- 


tire state, he intends to make a per- 
sonal visit to every county before the 
election"unless the business of the 
house is such as to require his attend- 
ance.

he receive^. "The trouble now Is that 
when a man comes Into power where 
he can regulate the uniforms he has 
changes made to suit his peouliar style 
of build and personal looks. Thus a 
tall, slim man will have the coats 
lengthened, a short man may have 
them cut off, a broad" man will have 
the fronts changed, a homely man will 
have more gold lace and fixings add- 
ed, and so it goes. And every altera- 
tion costs the average officer from $200 
to $400, as all his uniforms have to un-/ 
dergo changes or he must get new 
clothes to meet the whim of the man 
who is temporarily clothed wltu au 
thorlty over clothjng." 


Was a Valuable Privilege. 


Heretofore this five miaute rule priv- 


ilege was of considerable value to 
members of the bouse for the purpose 
of getting in short speeches in opposi- 
tion to some provision In an appropria- 
tion bill. Also the point of order was 
valuable to prevent obnoxious legisla- 
tion, but it has been used with such 
indiscriminate folly for the last two or 
three years that there is a general de- 
termination in the house to rid itself 
of this method of obstruction so far as 
possible. 
' 


The result will be more expeditious 


legislation, and it will be rather sur- 
pusing if the legislation is not worse 
than heretofore. 


Explained .by Mann. 


The necessity for taking this drastic 


action was explained by Minority 
Leader Mann, who said. "We have 
wasted so much time in this congress 
doing things which amount to nothing 
that we have got to make a change in 
the rules or some change in law or 
make-up our minds to stay here all 
summer or do no real legislation. It is 
impossible to continue the business of 
the house under the existing rules and 
laws " 


And yet many of the defenders of 


the rules have said that they are the 
best system that any legislative body 
ever devised. The fact is that these 
rules have gradually been built up for 
the purpose of permitting a few' men 
who manage the house to do as they 
please" and prevent other legislation. 
But in building up such a machine it 
finally crumbles of its own weight, and 
now further drastic action is to be 
taken in order to suppress the power 
of the individual member. 


Good Wishes For Gallmger. 


"Unless we could get a Democrat we 


would like to see Senator Gallmger 
from New Hampshire re-elected," is 
the sentiment expressed by many Dem-- 
ocrats here. The senator from New 
Hampshne is the "father of the sen- 
ate," the longest in service.

ever occupied a seat in the senate. 


Absolutely fearless, a strong partisan, 


a constant attendant upon the sessions, 
with a wide range of information on 
all public affairs, he has built up and 
maintained a*unique position for him- 
self He is a sturdy type of the New 
Bnglander, as steadfast as his own 
granite hills. He has never occupied 
much time in debate, and what he hah 
to say on public questions is clear, 
keen and incisive. Such men become 
almost fixtures in the senate. 


A Competent Leader. 


Senator Kern of Indiana had been 


but-two years in the senate when he 
was chosen as a Democratic Jeader. 
It was a matter of some surprise that 
so many of his seniors in service were 
passed over, but the year that he has 
held the position of majority leader 
has demonstrated that he-is in every 
way competent for the place. Evi- 
dence of this is in the fact that there 
is no attempt on the part of other 
Democratic senators to become lead- 
ers, which is often the case in a legis- 
lative body and has been .common on 
the Democratic side since the days of 
Senator Gorman. 


Poetry In Prayers* 


Rev. Henry N. Couden, who is chap- 


lain of the house, has been injecting 
poetry into his prayers of late. The 
chaplain probably has as much right to 
put poetry in his prayers as members 
of the house have to inject poetry^into 
debates on the canal tolls.

The Pastor's test today was, "When 


He ascended tip on High, He led a mul- 
titude of captives."—Eph. 4:S, margin. 


It is appropriate, began the Pastor, 


that on this day, .celebrated as the an- 
niversary of Pentecost, we should have 


, .•well in mind what we celebrate. 
Ten 


days ago was the anniversary of our 
TLord's ascension. In one sense of the 
word, our Lord Jesus ascended at the 
time of His resurrection from the dead: 
for then He left the" human nature and 
the tomb for the Divine nature and 
immortality. He tarried, however, for 
the._space of- forty days .after His res- 
urrection, that He might establish and 
instruct TTis Apostles. 


During that time He was invisible 


to them, except when He manifested 
Himself by appearing miraculously in 
various forms to convince them that 
He was no longer dead, and that He 
was no longer confined to human con- 
ditions—that His resurrection had made 
Him a spirit being again, on a higher 
plane than He was before He took hu- 
man nature for the suffering of death 
in order to redeem humanity. 


The Pastor went on to explain care1 


fully that during the period between 


" His resurrection and His ascension our 
' Lord taught His followers not alone 
by His 'words, but also by His conduct 
They had not 'yet received the Holy 
Spirit, the speaker declared, and hence 
could not understand or appreciate 
spiritual things. They could therefore 
receive instruction only along natural 


• lines. 


Jesus was raised from the dead .a 


spirit being, far above angels, princi- 
palities and powers. Had He gone di- 
rectly to the Father without manifest- 
ing Himself to His disciples, they 
would not have been able to under- 
stand the truth of the matter. Hence 


' their lessons were given them largely 
in pantomime, corroborated by the 


Master's words, explaining that it "was 
necessary for Messiah to die in order 
to redeem the world, and .that it was 
also necessary for Him to rise from 
the dead and. to ascend on High and 
re-enter the spiritual plane of existence 
in order that from that higher plane 
of being He might be the more capable 
of: filling the great office of Prophet,' 
Priest and King for mankind. 


The Pentecostal Blessing*. 


After forty days, during which He 


was invisibly, present with His disci- 
ples, except on the few occasions when' 
He manifested Himself for a few mo- 
ments each, our Lord ascended to 
Heaven. 
Ten days afterward, the 


Holy Spirit came. from the .Father 
upon the waiting Household of Faith. 
The outpoufling of the Spirit evidenced 
to them that they were justified freely 
from all things through the merit of 
the Redeemer's sacrifice, that their 
consecration to sacrifice themselves 
had, been accepted of ths Father, and 
that; thenceforth 
they might count 


themselves as joint-sacrificers with 


'hrist,., members of His Body, mero- 
oers of "the Church of the First-borns, 
written in Heaven," members of the 
Seed of Abraham, in whom all the 
families of the earth are to be blessed. 


The Pastor then demonstrated -that 


only Jews received the Pentecostal 
>lessings. Until three and a half years 
thereafter, in harmony with a^ Divine 
promise made to the Jews, the Gen- 
tiles were excluded. Then the time 
came for the Gospel to go to the Gen- 
tiles. The record informs us that Cor- 
nelius was the first Gentile to be re- 
ceived into spiritual relationship with 
God. 
Until God's due time fpr "the 


middle wall of partition" between Jew 
and Gentile to be broken down, he 
could not receive the spiritual bless- 
ings. Even then he was received, not 
because of his works and prayers, but 
because of faith in the redemptive sac- 
rifice offered upon Calvary. 


Seen by Saul of Tarsus. 


The Apostles were to bear witness to 


the resurrection of Jesus: but Judas 
having lost Ms place, which was given 
to St Paul, it was proper that the lat- 


ter should also be able to bear -wit- 
ness to Jesus' resurrection. 
Recount- 


ing those who had seen our Lord after 
His resurrection, St. Paul says, "Last 
.of all He was seen of me also, as of 
one born before the time." Jesus ap- 
peared to St Paul in the glory of His 
spirit being, "shining above the bright- 
ness of the sun" at noonday. The 
sight caused injury to Saul's eyes. 


The Pastor then pointed out how in- 


appropriate and unsatisfactory such a 
manifestation, would have been if the 
Redeemer tiad so appeared to the Elev- 
en during the forty days following His 
resurrection. They could not possibly 
have identified the glorious Personage 
who shone, above the brightness of the 
-aoonday sun with the Lord Jesus, their 
Friend, their Teacher. But to Saul of 
Tarsus, the revealing in fiery light, 
above the noonday glare, was very ap- 
propriate. It convinced him in a man-, 
ner that no human appearance could 
have egualled that Jesus was no long- 
er a man and that He was no impos- 
tor. -St Paul's conversion was instan- 
taneous, 
i 


It should not cause us to marvel 


that Jesus ascended, as He declared, 
"up to where He was before." said the 
Pastor. It should not surprise us th;i; 
the

Extreme Humiliation and Exaltation. 
Pastor Russell called attention' to 


the Apostle's phraseology in the< con- 
text—that the One who ascended had 
previously descended, and that the de- 
scending and th*e- ascending were re- 
lated . as cause and effect. . The One 
who has ascended on High completely 
fills the highest position in the great 
Divine Government of the Universe— 
as Head of principalities and powers, 
angels and men— next to the great Je- 
hovah. Yet, as the Apostle warns us, 
we must not identify this glorified 
One with the One who in obedience to 
the Father's will came down from 
Heaven and as a man humbled Him- 
self unto death, even the ignominious 
death of the cross. The Apostle calls 
attention to these two extremes of hu- 
miliation and exaltation— both accom- 
plished in the Son of God. the Logos, 
the Messiah, the Christ. 


The Pastor then sho'wed that if some 


of us at one -time had supposed that 
our Lord Jesus ascended to Heaven 
in a physical condition, as a man, we 
had entirely misunderstood the Scrip- 
tures. To suppose that Jesus went to 
Heaven a man, the Pastor maintained, 
is to mistake the significance of His 
title, the Son of Man, .which He pre- 
serves as identifying .Him with His 
great redemptive work— as one of His 
many titles. - To suppose that Jesus is 
in Heaven a human being, he declared, 
is to suppose that He is still, as when 
on earth, ."a little lower than the an- 
gels," whereas the Scriptures state 
that He has ascended far higher, so 
that not only men, but- also all the an- 
gels of God, are commanded to wor- 
ship Him. To suppose Jesus in Heav- 
en a human being is to suppose Him 
out of all harmony with Heavenly sur- 
roundings and spiritual conditions. 


Moreover, the speaker Queried, are 


we not told tliat the Church of Christ 
will be changed from the. human con- 
dition to the .spiritual condition in the 
resurrection; and that this change will 
make them like their Redeemer, so 
that they -may 
see Him as He IS, not 


as He WAS— that they may see Him 
in glory, honor and immortality — ex- 
altation—and not as the One who in 
humiliation was made flesh that He 
might sacrifice His flesh On behalf of 
the race of Adam? 
Answering his 


own question, he declared that when 
•we so thought we forgot the Scriptural 
assertion that "flesh find blood cannot 
inherit _ the :Kingdom . of .. God." This 
statement of" Scripture implies that all 
who become partakers of the Divine 
nature and share in the Heavenly 
Kingdom with their Lord and Eedeem- 
er must be made like Him by the pow- 
er of the First Resurrection. 


Difficulties of Unbelievers. 


The Pastor declared that he had 


found worldly-wise people very scepti- 
cal respecting the descent of the Logos, 
the Son of God, to earthly conditions, 
but that Christians seem to have more 
difficulty than do the world to compre- 
hend the ascension of Jesus to the 
spirit plane and its excellent glory. 
Both points, however, are important 
Whoever is unable to see that the 
Logos, the glorious Son of the High- 
est, Humbled Himself, divested Him- 
self of the spirit nature and took in- 
stead the human nature, cannot see 
that Jesus was sinless. And those who 
cannot recognize that He was holy, 
harmless, undefiled and separate from 
sinners, cannot believe in the sacrifice 
of Jesus as being a Ransom for Adam. 
to effect his release and that of his pos- 
terity from condemnation to death. 


Pastor Russell went into considera- 


ble detail respecting the method by 
which the Logos was transferred from 
Heavenly conditions to earthly ; condi- 
tions. He showed that the purity of 
the Logos, His perfection of organism. 
His freedom from sin, was preserved, 
notwithstanding the fact that He was 
born Of an earthly mother who was 
not free from . the blelnishes of the 
Adamic race. The speaker proffered 
his hearers, free on application, a 
treatise entitled, "The Undefiled One," 
which he believes shows scientifically 
taa process used of God by widen the 
Logos was changed from the higher 
to the human nature, yet preserved im- 
maculate. 


A Serious Error Among Christians. 
The error of supposing that Jesus is 


still a man was shown to signify the 
denial of His statement that He would 
ascend up where. He was before, and 
of St Paul's teaching that "Her has 
been highly exalted to glory arid dis- 
tinction— thfe Divine nature, instead. of 
the human nature. 
This error/ the 


Pastor declared, has led to other- er- 
rors, one of which he cited;, namely, 
that made ,by many Christian peopli 
of expecting the Second Coming of 
Jesus in the' flesh— as a glorious Man 
and pot as a glorious Spirit, partaker 
of tfe# Divine nature and altogether 
disassociated 
from 
human nature;: 


Thihlcing^of 'our Lord at His Second 
Advent as a glorified Man, they asso- 
ciate Him with a material throne and 
an earthly court The unreasonable- 
ness of this error leads other Chris- 
tian people" in an opposite direction;' 
Realizing that such an earthly king- 
dom would be a step backward rather 
than forward, they ;deny, the,_Seco.nd 
Coming of Christ to establish the long- 
promised Messianic Kingdom. 


The proper thought, the /speaker de- 


clared, is that Jesus accomplished In' 
the flesh the work which the Father 
bad given Him to do. when He sacrl-i 


need" Otis' eal'j^ry'-tijro. The Father re- 
'warded Him.; gloriously by exulting 
Him to the highest spirit plane. Now 
our glorlfle* "Lord is waiting for .the 
gathering of$<$$• Elect, His Church, 
His Brldo. These,me to share in His 
resurrection.,, Itiij the Divine nature and 
to sit witlil> jafm^ In Ills Throne. vTueu 
the Klnsdorri.of.-Jttcesiah, so long prom- 
ised, will;; begin ^tp bless the world. 
using -.as j.^ijijHj^jjIiy representatives, 
visible to ua§p,';^.bjalituu, Isaac, Jaco,b

First comes the 
Church, the ; Royal Priesthood, His 
brethren, delivered from the power of 
Sin and Deatii- through the merit of 
Jesus' blood. 4.These are only the van- 
guard of an advancing host; they are 
"a kind of first-fruits to God of His 
creatures/'. rescued from 
Sin . and 


Death. Lateri-on. for a period of a 
thousand yearsvbeyond the deliverance 
of the Church/ithe prophetic pen fore- 
tells countiess ghosts of every nation, 
people, Hhdred; and tongue, to be de- 
livered from 4the power of Sin and 
Death through the merit of Him who 
died on Calvary. '

Then will, come the glorious consum- 


mation, the ; Pastor said. 
When all 


who will have refused. Divine grace 
shall have been destroyed in the Sec- 
ond Death, then shall be heard every 
creature in Heaven and on earth say- 
Ing, "Blessing, and honor, and glory, 
and power, be. unto Him that sitteth 
upon the Throne, and unto 'the Lamb, 
forever and ever." 


"The Acceptable Year of the Lord." 
The Pastor then explained that at 


our Lord's First Advent began "the ac- 
ceptable Tear of the Lord"—the time 
when God, having accepted the sacri- 
fice of Christ Jesus, became willing to 
accept the sacrifices of-all who desire 
to'become His disciples—to take up 
their cross and 'follow Him through 
good report and evU report,, even unto 
death. The entire Gospel Age, he de- 
clared, antitypes /Israel's Atonement 
Day: and the sacrifices of our Lord 
and the Church are the "better sacri- 
fices," foreshadowed by ' the bullock 
and the goat offered typically by the 
Jews. .This an titypical Atonement Day 
is. "the aeceptableiYear of .the Lord," 
as Jesus pointed out God's faithful 
people of this acceptable Day are glad 
to be invited to "present their bodies 
living sacrifices, holy and acceptable 
unto God," In the end of this accept- 
able Day will come the end of ail op-' 
portunity thus to sacrifice the human 
nature and become joint-heirs with 
Jesus Christ our Lord- 
C* 


"Times of .Restitution." 
. 


After the Gospel Age has passed 


away, the Pastor declared, there will 
•fae a.new period introduced, styled in 
the Scriptures, "The Times of Restitu- 
tion." The acceptable Day for the sac- 
rifice of the Church has lasted for near- 
ly nineteen centuries, he said; and the 
Scriptures clearly" indicate that ,.the 
Times of Restitution, will last a;.thou- 
sand years. 
St. .Peter tells . us just 


when these Times of Restitution will" 
begin. They will -begin as a result of 
the Second Coming of Jesus, the Mes- 
siah, anH the establishment of His 
Kingdom. Then "Times of refreshing 
shall come from the presence .of the 
Lord: and He shall send Jesus Christ 
which before was.,preacbed unto you;

Proper Shampoo 


THE HAIR AND SCALP— PART V. 
It is a constant inquiry from pupils 


"How 
often shall I shampoo my head?" 
There is only one answer to this, "As 
often as it is necessary to keep it clean." 
This depends on where you live, whether 
your hair is ; exposed to much soot or dust 
and whether your scalp is subject to 
dandruff or over-oiliness. Neglected hair 
needs a shampoo more often than hair 
that is carefully aired and brushed every 
day. 
In short, the hair and. scalp should 


be kept perfectly clean by daily brushing, 
airing, scalp friction and by a shampoo 
whenever it is necessary. 
'

When a Shampoo Is Harmful. 


A shampoo can only be harmful when It 


Is improperly done. Don't use. a shampoo 
mixture, of .which you know nothing; it 
may contain some strong alkali which, 
while it will "cut the flirt" may break 
and dry the hair and have even a more 
disastrous effect on the scalp. No mat- 
ter what shampoo you use rinse . it well 
out of the hair. Soap left in the hair or 
on the scalp will work harm; Remem- 
ber^ also not to rub the cake-of . soap di- 
rectly on the hair, for the hairs are 
grooved and soap applied in this way 
may get into these grooves and remain. 
A. good shampoo mixture can be made by 
shaving enough good soap into two cups 
of boiling water to make a semi-liquid; 
Btir in a teaspoon of powdered borax. 


To Shampoo the Hair at Home. 


It is quite possible to shampoo your hab> 


at home if- you have the .time and tb» 
necessary appliances. If the hair Is lonir 
and thick, it is difficult to properly rins* 
it without a bath spray. "With a spray 
It is a simple matter and the price of a 
good spray is quickly repaid. Most hair 
dressers dry with a current of hot air; 
this saves time and trouble, but the hair 
will be more glossy after the shampoo if 
it is dried- simply by wiping with warm 
towels and lifting and fanning the locks. 
Begin your shampoo by brushing your 
hair and taking out all tangles. Make a 
lather of your shampoo mixture and ap- 
ply. it to the scalp, rubbing it in vigorous- 
ly. Then rinse with tepid water. Examine 
the scalp to see if It is clean, and, if not, 
repeat this operation. If the scalp la clean, 
pour the rest of the shampoo mixture on 
the hair, itself, rubbing the locks of hair 
gently .'..but. thoroughly as if you were 
washing a piece of. silk. Rinse several 
• times to finish; first with hot, then with 
,.tepid:andv finally- -with cold water. When 
the rinsing .water runs away absolutely 
clear you can .be sure that all the soap la 
washed -out of the hair and scalp. 
. Dry the .hair with warm .-.towels, first 
rubbing the scalp as dry as .possible : and 
then the ,halr, wiping and, patting each 
Btrand separately! Panning the hair wlU 
'hasten the ; drying ' process; during th« 
summer let the hair dry put 'of doors an* 
-treat it to a sun bath whenever practical. 
When the h.a'irls.half dry separate It ir-l* 
titranda and disentangle It, taking car» 
not to pull the hair, for .wet hair Is elstf 
tie.' When the hair is 'dry . rub in ..aw 
tonic ; you are ustng'-or massage tlio soal;» 
with a little eau d«. '..Cologne to aid t'hn 
circulation. >Do not -'dress 'the hair until 
the scalp Is thoroughly dry, . .

Along the Linden avenue side Mr. 


Hull has already 
completed 
three 


handsome homes. 
Eight more are 


now in process of construction on

Linden avenue 
side. 
Eight 


houses will be constructed on the 
Nell avenue side, leaving an open 
space between the Hull residence and 
the new_Neil avenue M. E. church. 


Each of the houses is thoroughly 


modern and consists of eight rooms 
and a bath. 
Individual lots are 40 


by. 100 feet in dimension, while the 
houses are 28 by 32 feet. The finish
